For the Improvement of Highways. 


A hearing was given Thursday by the 


House Agricultural Committee on tho 
bill to create a' ppecliil commission on 
highways. The purpose of the commla- 
slon is to Inqalrc, generally how the 
government' muy further promote tile 
improvement of highways and i.he best 
methods of securing the scientlllc locu- 
tion of highways on the publ'o domain ; 
the eulplojment of ihe geological survey 
in tho discovery of road materials, and 
the free testing of these; the construc- 
tion of modern roads and Instruction ID 
road-making at agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations. 


Representative C. W.' Stone, of Penn- 


sylvania, the author of the bill, briefly 
explained the purposes o[ the bill. 
The 


commission contemplated no groat ex- 
pense, he said, no Increase of Ealaries, 
and Its life was limited In time.

meant a brief continuation of the work 
the agricultural department had so well 
begun.
